New York, Aug. 14. -Capt. Frank M. 
Hawks, who in 20 months has eut the 
flying time between the Pacific and 
Atlantic almost in half, again held the 
transcontinental speed record today. 
R acing eastward from Los Angeles 
in the sw iftest and most brilliant long 
distance flight this country has seen, 
H awks clipped two hours 
yesterday 
from the mark set by Col. Charles A 
Lindbergh and regained the laurels 
which that famous air idol had taken 
from him. 
H is tim e for the 
transcontinental 
dash was 12 hours and 25 minutes, a1 
though only l l hours and 40 m inutes 
of that period was spent In the air. 
The captain was clocked in at Curtiss 
Field, Valley Stream, L. I., at 6:41:50 
P M EDT. last night. 
Captain Hawks now holds all rec­ 
ords for cross-country flying. 
On his westward flight last week in 
the small, low-winged Travelair mono­ 
plane built specially for the record at­ 
tem pts, he lowered the Atlantic-to-Pa- 
ciflc mark of Col. Roscoe Turner. The 
fastest westward flight had been made 
by the late Capt. C. B. D. Collier. 
A dazsling pace of 220 m iles an hour 
was set for the 2,510 m iles traversed 
in yesterday's flight. 
"I don't think it can be done any 
faster,” H awks said after he had set 
his plane down at R oosevelt Field. “In 
the fall, In exceptionally advantageous 
weather, it is just possible that the 
tim e I made today can be bettered.”

Chicago, Aug. 14.—<U.R>— Rain worth 
m illions of dollars saturated a wide 
area of the drought-stricken central 
west and south today, saving the rem 
nants of crops withered by intense 
heat and one of the most protracted 
dry spells in the nation's history. 
The downpour, general and soaking 
covered the Ohio river valley, bringing 
relief and rejoicing to farmers in Ken­ 
tucky, 
Tennessee, 
southern 
Illinois 
and Indiana, Maryland, Virginia and 
W est Virginia. 
Precipitation 
averaged 
nearly 
an 
inch over the central western states 
visited by the rain, while from the 
three southern states 
came 
reports 
that the moving storm had dropped 
0.11 inches of m oisture and probably 
would continue. 


Moderate Temperatures 
Throufbout Northwes 


St. Paul, Aug. 14.—(ILE!—Moderate 
tem peratures throughout the north 
west today and rain during the past 
24 hours in a number of localities 
have relieved drought conditions and 
have reduced the danger 
of 
forest 
fires. 
A. F. Oppel, deputy state forester, 
said recent rainfall in northern Min­ 
nesota had

Lam bert-St. Louis Field, St. Louis 
Mo., Aug. 14.—Their lost honors re 
gained with the recovery of the world’s 
endurance refueling flight record, Dale 
Jackson and F orrest O’Brine added 
gold to glory with each passing hour 
aloft today. 
A t 6:11 A. M. CST. the flyers had 
piloted their orange and yellow m ono 
plane, the G reater St. Louis, through 
the air for 575 hours- 22 hours longer 
th an the previous record of 553 hours 
established by John and K enneth Hun 
ter in Chicago a m onth ago. 
T he first profit of the (light began 
w hen they broke the record when an 
oil com pany agreed to pay 
$100 
an 
hour until the flyers had topped the 
previous record by 70 hours. 
This is significant since it insures 
necessary capital to carry on the flight 
At one time the flyers indicated th at 
they m ight be forced to land because 
Of lack of funds. 
An electrical storm with interm it 
tent rainfall kept w atchers at the field 
alert during the night. 
However, an 
occasional green flare from the plan 
indicated everything was well. 
T housands of people — the largest 
crowd since the flight began—visited 
the field during the night and con 
gtantly cheered the fliers. 
In celebration of their 
feat 
the 
ground crew staged a fireworks dis 
play last night. 
The flyers, 3,500 feet 
above, aided in the 
celebration 
dropping an occasional flare. 
C ongratulations began pouring Into 
the re-fueling headquarters from m any 
cities last night. The messages will 
be given to the flyers today. 
Among 
the first to send messages was Bert 
Kaul, Faribault, Minn., grocer, 
who 
once employed Jackson as a delivery 
boy. 
T he flyers are hovering within glid­ 
ing distance of the field to prevent en­ 
d angering th eir record. 
The National 
A eronautic Association contest rules 
requires flyers to land at the point of 
take-off for official recognition. 
In his last note. O'Brine said: 
“I 
think we will be up until next year if 
the w eather and everything holds out. 
We are not getting far from the field 
so we can set the plane down, drop it 
down or throw It dow n—-just so we 
get down."

An electrical storm with Interm it­ 
tent rainfall kept w atchers at the field 
alert during the night. 
However, an 
occasional green flare from the plane 
indicated everything was well. 
Thousands of people — the largest 
crowd since the flight began—visited 
the field during the night and con­ 
stantly cheered the fliers. 
In celebration of their 
feat 
the 
ground crew staged a fireworks dis­ 
play last night. The flyers, 3,500 feet 
above, aided in the 
celebration 
by 
dropping an occasional flare. 
Congratulations began pouring into 
the re-fueling headquarters from many 
cities last night. 
The messages will 
be given to the flyers today. 
Among 
the first to send messages was Bert 
Kaul, Faribault, Minn., grocer, 
who 
once employed Jackson as a delivery 
boy. 
The flyers are hovering within glid­ 
ing distance of the field to prevent en­ 
dangering their record.

F. Rhinow, head of the Minnesota Bu­ 
reau of Criminal Apprehension, and a 
squad of state operatives who were 
searching the vicinity on reports that 
George (Bugs) Moran, Chicago rival 
of the Capones who has moved into 
Minnesota, had established headquar­ 
ters there. 
Coleman’s body was found near the 
parked automobile with its burning 
headlight* which attracted the atten­ 
tion of General Rhinow and his oper­ 
atives as they cruised along the back 
highways. 
A loaded 
revolver wa* 
found by his side. Investigators said 
apparently he was too slow for hi* 
rivals on the draw of his gun. 
Myers was unconscious when hi* 
body was found. He was rushed to 
St. John's hospital here where he died 
shortly before 3:30 A. M. today. 
The third body was found some 200 
feet from the bullet-wrecked automo­ 
bile when Investigators returned this 
morning. Both bodies were taken to 
Stillwater. 
A tear gas bomb and a state prohi­ 
bition agent's badge were found In the 
pockets of the third man. 
Police believed that there might be 
a fourth victim because 
three 
hats 
were found In the car and Stein wore 
a hut. 
Investigators under General 
Rhinow and Sheriff T. H. Maher of 
W ashington county 
began 
a 
wide 
search of the 
surrounding 
country­ 
side. 
The Missouri license plate on the 
parked car had been issued to Cole­ 
man. 
First reports suggested the possibil­ 
ity that George (Bugs) Moran might 
have been a victim were unconfirmed 
when police checked the bodies with 
descriptions that were forwarded from 
Chicago. 
Moran was known to be visiting in 
the northwest but he was reported to 
tie vacationing north 
of 
the 
Twin 
Cities, near Brainerd in the heart of 
the northwest woodlands summer va­ 
cation district. 
Stein was shot from the back, prob­ 
ably as he attem pted to escape from 
the killers in the underbrush near the 
roadside*. 
The bullet entered near his 
ear and came out through his eye. 
Myers was shot three times in the 
head. 
His body was some 50 feet from 
the car. As police reconstructed the 
scene, he was shot down shortly be­ 
fore* th** marksme;n turned their fire 
on Stein. 
Coleman had powder burns on his 
jaw where the bullets had killed him. 
He* was the first man killed, according 
to the police's reconstructed scene of 
the killings. 
The assassination was the largest in 
northwest history, police records re­ 
vealed. 
A gold basketball bearing the in­ 
scription, "K. C. 29,” was 
dangling 
from a chain on Coleman’s body. He 
was a young man of about 25 years of 
age* and police said the athletic token 
aided them in their identification of 
Coleman. 
Shots from a .45 calibre revolver 
killed the men, investigators said. 
Sheriff George Moeller of Ramsey 
county (St. Paul) this week wrote the 
Chicago Herald and Examiner 
pro­ 
testing their statem ents that Moran 
gangsters had moved to Minneapolis 
under police protection. 
He declared 
that "there are no gangsters in this 
vicinity.” Today he went to Stillwater 
to aid Sheriff Maher in his investiga­ 
tion of the shootings. 
A bank draft for $2,000 payable to 
A. Myers and $300 in cash was found 
in the pockets of the dead men.

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Overproduction or Vnricrf onxnm pf ion 


TMK National City Bank of New York publishes regular re­ 
views of the business situation and that of August takes up many 
matters of interest, especially the section relating to overproduc­ 
tion or underconsumption. It is explained that the argument rag»*s 
as to which of these conditions is responsible for the accumula­ 
tion of apparently surplus stocks of many kinds of merchandise, 
and the fall of prices to levels that are agreed to la* below produc­ 
tion costs. It is concded that maladjustment exists, hut when* lies 
the responsibility and what can l>e done About it ? 
Such a situation affords a great opportunity for reformers 
who have schemes for the fundamental reorganization of society, 
and who hope* that discontent with unsatisfactory conditions will 
get them a hearing. Well meaning people send out vague Appeals 
to the ‘‘leaders of business'* to remedy the ills of the situation, lest 
seme dire consequences liefall them as a result of neglect of pub­ 
lic duty, All of these leaders of business of course are involved in 
a situation so far beyond their control that they scarcely know 
how to manage their own affairs in it, to say nothing of joining 
in a round table conference for the purpose of setting the world 
to rights. Incidentally somebody might compile a list of the world 
conferences that have been held, say since the war, and the re­ 
sults achieved by them. Some of them have been very helpful, 
many of them fruitless hut surely there is no lack of conferences, 
congresses and th** like. 
The truth is that the affairs of the world do not lend them­ 
selves very readily to overhead management, chiefly because the 
people of the world do not readily accept management from 
above and have the greatest possible difficulty in agreeing with 
each other upon policies of democratic management. Here is the 
fundamental problem in a1! efforts to improve the management of 
world affairs. 
It is agreed among economists that the modern industrial or­ 
ganization depends for efficiency upon a balanced production of 
all the goods and services that enter into trade. Although good 
are sold for money, what is really accomplished is an exchange of 
services. The purchasing power of each person is in his own sen 
ices, which he must sell in order himself to be a buyer, lf i! we ce 
possible to distribute the working forces in all the industries and 
employments with such precision that the various products and 
services would la* offered on the markets just iii the variclhs and 
quantities wanted, it is true that production might be increase I 
indefinitely and the markets would be cleared and nothing left 
over. Every possessor of surplus goods has wants unsatisfied. It 
is all a problem of making the exchanges. 
Here is the basis of the dream of socialism or communion, 
of having some overhead authority manage the whole industrial 
system, assign each person to the work selected for him and ap­ 
portion to him his allotted share of the results. It contemplates 
that the people shall he either educated up to a voluntary accept­ 
ance of the plan or that it shall be established by force. The peo­ 
ple as yet are a long way from Voluntary acceptance anti no s y s ­ 
tem of forced labor ever yet has been an efficient system or i 
likely to be. 
The existing regime is one of voluntary organization c o n ­ 
trolled by the price system. The individual is free to find his own 
place in the organization, hut if too many attempt lo render the 
same service the compensation falls and some of them took for 
something else to do. The system is kept in a fair state of balance 
by this automatic regulation. 
Complications occur, in that new commodities or services are 
constantly being odored, methods of production are changing, 
prices are always changing, and the endless variety of products 
and services are wanted in constantly changing proportions. The 
theory that there can be no overproduction so long as all products 
are offered in right proportions to each other is a perfectly sound 
theory as the economists state it, as a guide to production, hut 
obviously cannot be fully realized in a free society. It shows the 
folly of deliberate or heedless production of any commodity in 
excess of market demands and points to the condition under which 
the highest state of welfare for the population may be obtained, 
to-wit, by intelligent cooperation and well-balanced production. 
It may be thought that as a means of regulating the plans 
and activities of hundreds of millions of people scattered over 
the globe, whose products are being offered in competition anil 
for trade, this idea of balanced production is impracticable or ab­ 
surd, but in fact so effective are the workings of a free price sys­ 
tem, based on the common gold standard, that the results are mar­ 
velously good, considering the uncertainties of production, the 
interference of governments, and the changes resulting from de­ 
velopment in the industries. Just now it is agreed that the world 
is badly disorganized and out ot balance, but tilt1 maladjustments 
probably do not allect the volume of production to as much as IU 
per cent of the normal total. So much for the efficiency of volun­ 
tary trade, hampered though it is in many ways. 
The International ( ham ber of Commerce at a recent meet­ 
ing in Paris took up consideration of the matter of increase in 
the capacity of production that has outstripped the increase of 
population because of the industrial development due to the war, 
mass production, and the desire of nations to become economically 
and industrially selfsupporting. It declares in resolutions adopted 
tnat in Russia, China and India 900 millions of people are not 
only improving their standard of living, but are actually consum­ 
ing less per head than bel ore the war. The resolution requests 
governments to take all possible measures to promote the inter­ 
national exchange of goods; and requests the Bank of Interna­ 
tional Settlements and banks of issue to do everything in their 
power to avoid excessive accumulations of gold, to facilitate a 
supply of credit at moderate rates and the free circulation of 
capital. 
Sugar presents a complicated situation. Wheat is another dis** 
turning factor. Coffee has been accumulated in large stocks. The 
tail in price of silver has affected mining countries unfavorably. 
Textiles are in a state of confusion. 
The conclusion reached is that no governmental system in­ 
dustrial system or monetary system is responsible. The law of 
supply and demand, working through the price system, is the only 
universally acknowledged authority. It is automatic, impartial. 
not the creation of any one country. Its simple, unchanging rule 
is that since products pay for products in trade, production and 
prices must be kept in balanced relations. When that rule is vio­ 
lated, trade slows down. Economic forces are always working t 
maintain or restore equilibrium.

T he National City Bank of New York publishes regular re­ 
views of the business situation and that of August takes up many 
matters of interest, especially the section relating to overproduc­ 
tion or underconsumption. It is explained that the argument rages 
as to which of these conditions is responsible for the accumula­ 
tion of apparently surplus stocks of many kinds of merchandises 
and the fall of prices to levels that are agreed to be below produc­ 
tion costs. It is coneded that maladjustment exists, but where lies 
the responsibility and what can be done about it? 
Such a situation affords a great opportunity for reformers 
who have schemes for the fundamental reorganization of society, 
and who hope that discontent with unsatisfactory conditions will 
get them a hearing. Well meaning people send out vague appeals 
to the “leaders of business” to remedy the; ills of the situation, lest 
seme dire consequences befall them as a result of neglect of pub­ 
lic duty. All of these leaders of business of course are involved in 
a situation so far beyond their control that they scarcely know 
how to manage their own affairs in it, to say nothing of' joining 
in a round table conference for the purpose of setting the world 
to rights. Incidentally somebody might compile a list of the world 
conferences that have been held, say since the war, and the re­ 
sults achieved by them. Some of them have been very helpful, 
many of them fruitless but surely there is no lack of conferences, 
congresses and the like. 
The truth is that the affairs of the world do not lend them­ 
selves very readily to overhead management, chiefly because the 
people of the world do not readily accept management 
from 
above and have the greatest possible difficulty in agreeing with 
each other upon policies of democratic management. Here is the 
fundamental problem in all efforts to improve the management of 
world affairs. 
It is agreed among economists that the modern industrial or­ 
ganization depends for efficiency upon a balanced production of 
all the goods and services that enter into trade. Although goods 
are sold for money, what is really accomplished is an exchange of 
services. The purchasing power of each person is in his own serv­ 
ices, which he must sell in order himself to be a buyer, lf it were 
possible to distribute the working forces in all the industries and 
employments with such precision that the various products and 
services would be offered on the markets just iii the varieties and 
quantities wanted, it is true that production might be increased 
indefinitely and the markets would be cleared and nothing left 
over. Every possessor of surplus goods has wants unsatisfied. It 
is all a problem of making the exchanges. 
Here is the basis of the dream of socialism or communism, 
of having some overhead authority manage the whole industrial 
system, assign each person to the Work selected for him and ap­ 
portion to him his allotted share of the results. It contemplates 
that the people shall he either educated up to a voluntary accept­ 
ance of the plan or that it shall be established by force. The peo­ 
ple as yet are a long way from voluntary acceptance and no sys­ 
tem of forced labor ever yet has been an efficient system or is 
likely to be. 
The existing regime is one of voluntary organization con­ 
trolled by the price system. The individual is free to find his own 
place in the organization, but if too many attempt to render the 
same service the compensation falls and some of them look for 
something else to do. The system is kept in a fair state of balance' 
by this automatic regulation. 
Complications occur, in that new commodities or services are 
constantly being offered, methods of production are changing, 
prices are always changing, and the endless variety of products 
and services are wanted in constantly changing proportions. The 
theory that there can be no overproduction so long as all products 
are offered in right proportions to each other is a perfectly sound 
theory as the economists state it, as a guide to production, but 
obviously cannot be fully realized in a free society. It shows the 
folly of deliberate or heedless production of any commodity in 
excess of market demands and points it) tho condition under which 
the highest state of welfare for the population may he obtained, 
to-wit, by intelligent cooperation and well-balanced production. 
It may be thought that as a means of regulating the plans 
and activities of hundreds of millions of people scattered over 
the globe, whose products are being offered in competition and 
for trade, this idea of balanced production is impracticable or ab­ 
surd, but in tact so effective are the workings of a free price sys­ 
tem, based on the common gold standard, that the results are m ar­ 
velously good, considering the uncertainties of production, the 
interference of governments, and the changes resulting from de­ 
velopment in the industries. Just now it is agreed that the work! 
is badly disorganized and out ol balance, but flu1 maladjustments 
probably do not affect the volume of production to as much as IO 
per cent of the normal total. So much for the efficiency of volun­ 
tary trade, hampered though it is in many ways. 
The International t hamber ol C ommerce at a recent meet­ 
ing in Paris took up consideration of the matter of increase in 
the capacity of production that has outstripped the increase of 
population because of the industrial development due to the war, 
mass production, and the desire of nations to become economically 
ajid industrially self-supporting. It declares in resolutions adopted 
tnat in Russia, China and India 900 millions of people are not 
only improving their standard of living, but are actually consum­ 
ing less per head than before the war. The resolution requests 
governments to take all possible measures to promote the inter­ 
national exchange of goods; and requests the Bank of Interna­ 
tional Settlements and banks of issue to do everything in their 
power to avoid excessive accumulations of gold, to facilitate a 
supply of credit at moderate rates and the free circulation of 
capital. 
Sugar presents a complicated situation. Wheat is anomer dis­ 
turbing factor. Coffee has been accumulated in large stocks. The 
fall in price of silver has affected mining countries unfavorably. 
Textiles are in a state of confusion. 
The conclusion reached is that no governmental s\ stem. ill. 
dust rial system or monetary system is responsible. The law of 
supply and demand, working through the price system, is the only 
universally acknowledged authority. It is automatic, im partial 
not the creation of any one countiy. Its simple, unchanging rule 
is that since products pay for products in trade, production and 
prices must be kept in balanced relations. When that rule is vio­ 
lated, trade slows down. Economic forces are always working to 
maintain or restore equilibrium.

Little House in Capitol 
Originated Idea For 
Seventy Others

S 
EVENTY 
Girl 
Scout 
“Little 
Houses,” In which Girl Scouts 
are trained in home-making activ­ 
ities, are now in operation in the 
United States. 
Starting with the 
National Girl Scout Little House 
In Washington, which has been 
one of the chief interests of Mrs. 
Herbert 
Hoover, 
now 
Honorary 
President of the Girl Scouts, the 
Idea of building or buying such 
communal centers for local Girl 
Scout activities has spread from 
Coast to Coast. 
Characterised by Mrs. Hoover as 
"the halfway house between the 
playhouse 
of childhood and the 
home every girl hopes to achieve 
some day,” the Little ’loose has 
made interesting history in the 
Girl Scout movement. 
Herbert Hoover laid its corner­ 
stone, when he was Secretary of 
Commerce and President of the 
Better Homes in America Founda­ 
tion, the aim of which was to im­ 
prove 
living 
conditions 
in 
our 
country- 
The 
foundation 
en­ 
couraged the bonding of model 
homes throughout the oosntry. by 


various organizations or individu­ 
als. 
In Washington, the building ap­ 
propriately 
designed 
from 
the 
birthplace of John Howard Payne, 
author of “Home, Sweet Home," 
attracted much widespread atten­ 
tion, when built by the General 
Federation 
of 
Women’s 
Clubs. 
After Its temporary purpose had 
been fulfilled, the Federation pre­ 
sented 
it 
to 
the 
Girl 
Scouts, 
through Mrs. Hoover, then their 
President. 
Under Mrs. Hoover’s direction, 
the Little House soon took on a 
distinct individuality. 
The Little’ 
House idea began to grow. 
Mrs. 
Hoover believed that here could be 
gratified the feminine urge, which 
begins way back in the mud pie 
days, 
for 
domesticity, 
cooking, 
playing with dolls, for having one’s 
own spot where mothers may be 
imitated in every household pur­ 
suit. 
The Little House provides 
an outlet for this instinct, and the 
Girl Scout program fosters It tow­ 
ard practical application. 
In every community which has a 
Little House, and in the many 
which 
are 
erecting 
them, 
the 
bonding is recognised as a home­ 
making center. 
The Otrl Scoots 
themselves 
have 
opportunity 
to 
help plan the color schemes af the 
i f s*ns. to assist ta the selection o f 


the curtains and rugs and to make 
their collective contributions to Its 
charm. . 
When 
it Is 
possible 
to 
have 
grounds about the Lit He House, 
care and Imagination may be 
pended on creating a delightful 
garden. 
Mrs. Hoover, ardent and 
enthusiastic 
supporter 
of 
Girl 
Scooting, 
taken 
particular 
pride 
and interest in the Washington 
Little House. 
She recently helped 
in the planting of a rock garden 
there, and haw been among the 
donors of plants and flowers to the 
Girl Scout memory garden. 
In 1925, while Dean Sarah Louise 
Arnold of Boston was President of 
the girl scout organization, a din­ 
ner was given at the Little House 
for ex-President and Mrs. Calvin 
Coolidge, at which Dean Arnold 
was atao a guest, and Mr. James 
S tor row of Washington, then Pr<rs- 
ident of the Boy Scouts, and H e r - 
bert Hoover as President of the 
Better Homes. 
Washington Girl 
Scouts who had qualified for their

cooked the dinner and served it, 
andor Mrs. Hoover's personal di­ 
rection. 
Since that time, the Little House 
In Washington has ta en visited by
